CITY COUNCIL S¡ iiitaryBoard 
HAS BUSY 
SESSION 


All members of the city council have 
returned from their vacations and all 
were present at Wednesday evening's 
meeting with the exception of Dr. 
Bacon L. Cliffton. City Attorney Roy 
Colegate was also absent. 
it was an adjourned regular meet­ 
ing. After a busy session of two and 
a half hours, the council adjourned 
until next Wednesday evening. 
In order to decide any difference of 
opinion between the building depart­ 
ment officials, city council and build­ 
ers. a board of examiners and ap­ 
peals was appointed, to whom all con­ 
troversial building matters will be sub­ 
mitted. The board consists of John 
Porter Clark, architect, chairman; R. 
M. Sorum, building contractor; H. L. 
Hansen, building contractor; John 
Clay Rapp, electrical contractor; H. R. 
Gerard, plumbing contractor. 
Ordinance No. S, the building ordin­ 
ance, provides for the creation of such 
a board. 


P la n n in g C om m ission 
The law authorizing the appoint­ 
ment of a planning commission, states 
that six members shall be appointed 
by the mayor and the other three 
members shall be the city engineer, 
city attorney, or their deputies, and a 
member of the city council, in order 
to be able to uppoint them to the plan­ 
ning commission. Warren B. Pinney 
was appointed deputy city attorney 
and Karl B. Kutnpe, a noted engineer 
who resides here, was made deputy 
city engineer. 
Councilman Alvah 
F. Hicks is the couneilmanic member. 
The other six members of the plan­ 
ning commission, appointed recently 
by Mayor Boyd, are John Porter 
Clark, chairman; George B. Roberson. 
Dr. Henry Hoagland, William E. Reis. 
John R. E. Chaffey and R. F. Out- 
cault.

The Boots & Saddle Club and the 
Paint Springs Realty Co., owners of 
210 acres of land in Section 7 in the 
northeast corner of town, filed a peti­ 
tion with the city council Wednesday 
asking that area be rezoned as Zone 
E5-1, which permits ranch estates and 
stables. The city council set Wednes­ 
day. 4 p. 111.. September 21. as the date 
of hearing on the matter of rezoning 
at the city offices. The hearing will 
he held before the city council and 
the planning commission, and anyone 
desiring to file a protest may be heard 
at that time.

Elimination 
of Dangerous 
Detour Asked 


Recently the city council requested 
the state highway department to re­ 
place the bridge across Owl Wash, on 
U. S. Highways 60. 70 and 99. between 
Banning and Cabazon. 
which 
was 
washed out on March 3rd. Due to the 
fact that traffic over the highway will 
increase rapidly with the opening of 
the season in Palm Springs, the coun­ 
cil requested elimination of the haz­ 
ardous detour in the interest of pro­ 
tecting the lives of Palm Springs vis­ 
itors and residents. 
This week the Palm Springs Busi­ 
ness Men’s Association took similar 
action, and Manager M. C. Dudley was 
instructed to mail the following letter 
to the highway department; 
Mr. E. Q. Sullivan, 
Division Engineer, 
California Highway Commission, 
San Bernardino, California. 
Dear Mr. Sullivan: 
During the flood of March 3rd. 
a bridge on Highway 99 between 
Banning and Cabazon over what 
is known as Owl Wash, was wash­ 
ed out and a rather sharp and dif­ 
ficult detour was built around it. 
This bridge has not been re­ 
placed or repaired and the detour 
has become a subject of much 
conversation, and one which is 
distressing to anyone who lias oc­ 
casion to use this highway much. 
We realize that enormous burdens, 
both financial and physical, were 
suddenly imposed upon the High­ 
way Department, and I believe the 
majority of people in Southern 
California have considered this in 
assuming a tolerant and sym-

Garbage Law 
Is Adopted by 
City Council 


The city council on 
Wednesday 
adopted Ordinance No. 23, which spec­ 
ifies that “the city of Palm Springs 
and its duly authorized contractor or 
contractors shall have the exclusive 
right to gather, collect and dispose of 
garbage, waste matter, trash and rub 
liisli within the city, and it shall be 
unlawful for any person, except as 
otherwise provided in this ordinance, 
to collect, gather or dispose of gar­ 
bage. waste matter, trash or rubbish 
within the city of Palm Springs." 
which includes the Indian reservation 
The schedule of 
classifications 
monthly charges and frequency of col­ 
lections are as follows: 
Single family residence, $1.75, three 
days weekly. 
Two-family residence. $2.00, three 
days weekly. 
Courts and apartments, first two 
units, $2.00, to 15 units, six 
days 
weekly, and for each additional unit 
50 cents, above 15 units, seven days 
weekly. 
Restaurants seating not to exceed 
20 persons. $4.00, seven days weekly, 
and for seating capacity in excess of 
20 persons, per seat 5 cents. 
Automobile trailer courts with not 
to exceed 10 stalls. $5.00, to 10 stalls, 
six days weekly, and for each stall in 
excess of 10 50 cents, above 10 stalls 
seven days weekly. 
Hotels not exceeding 20 units, with­ 
out restaurant, $5.00. seven days week­ 
ly. and for each room in excess of 20, 
20 cents. 
Hotels not exceeding 20 units, with 
restaurant. $10.00, seven days weekly, 
and for each room In excess of 20. 
20 cents. 
Garages. $2.00, six days weekly. 
Public utility offices, $3.00, three 
days weekly. 
Stores and businesses other than 
markets requiring collections 
three 
days weekly. $3.00, three days weekly. 
Stores and businesses other than 
markets requiring collections five days 
weekly. $6.00. five days weekly. 
Markets and stores and businesses 
requiring collections seven days week­ 
ly. $15.00. seven days weekly. 
Any person found guilty of violating 
any provision of this ordinance shall 
be subject to a fine of not to exceed 
$300.00 or imprisonment in the county 
jail of Riverside county for not to ex­ 
ceed three months, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 
Harry N. Williams has the contract 
for the collection of garbage and trash, 
and he has purchased covered leak- 
proof vehicles for that purpose. 


Must Obey 
Speed Law 
At School 
The law fixing the speed limit 
at 15 miles per hour past the 
school house will be strictly en­ 
forced by the police department 
and highway patrol if citizens 
don't watch their step, it was 
stated at the police station yes­ 
terday. The police do not in­ 
tend to permit speeders to en­ 
danger the lives of the school 
children. 
Tlie Lions Club yesterday dis­ 
cussed tlie matter of installing 
red flash signals al each end o( 
tlie school property on Palm 
Canyon Drive and Indian avenue 
lo warn drivers they must slow 
down when passing the school 
¿rounds. Four such signals would 
be needed.

They include a dining room 
large enough to accommodate a hun­ 
dred guests, a club house, eight guest 
cottages, and hangars for five large 
airships. 
The site will have to be large 
enough for an X-shaped runway to ac­ 
commodate the largest transport ships, 
which would mean approximately a 
mile in each direction. 
Many wealthy 
sportsmen 
pilots 
como to Palm Springs each season, 
and a number of them have expressed 
the desire for such a club. Among) 
the organizations that would welcome 
such a privately-owned airport and 
club here are the Aviation Country 
Club of Los Angeles and i lolly wood, 
the Reserve Army Aviators Club, and 
the Sheriffs’ Aero Squadrons. 
How­ 
ard Hughes, famous record holder of 
the round-the-wo \d flight, lias made 
a number of flights lo Palm Springs, 
and he probably would he interested 
in facilities offered by such a club. 
Mr. Bonham and associates have 
called for bids on a well, grading of 
runways and grounds, lawns, etc. A 
considerable supply of water would he 
needed for the swimming pool and for 
landscaping purposes. It is anticipat­ 
ed that announcement can soon he 
made that the formation of the club 
has been completed and that construc­ 
tion can go forward. 


Death Calls 
George Ford; 
Guest Here 


George Ross Ford. Sr.. 56, retired 
glass manufacturer and active hanker, 
died at his country estate at Toledo. 
Ohio, in August. The date was not 
givenin the notice sent to The Desert 
Sun. 
Mr. Ford has been a guest at the 
Desert Inn for many years. 
Although Mr. Ford had been in ill 
health for some time his death was 
unexpected. He was president of the 
Rossford Savings Bank and had been 
a vice-president of the National Bank 
of Toledo until it was merged with the 
Commerce Guardian Bank. 
The son of the late Edward Ford, 
founder of the extensive glass inter­ 
ests which bear the Ford name. Mr. 
Ford embarked ,on a career in his 
father's factories as a young man. and 
eventually succeeded his father 
as 
president of tlie Edward Ford Plate 
Glass Co. 
He was a vice president of the Lib- 
bey-Owens-Ford Glass Co.. until his re­ 
cent retirement from active business 
and was a member of the hoard of di­ 
rectors of this company at the time of 
his death. 
Born July 25. 18S2 in Creighton. Pa., 
he obtained his early education in the 
schools of Allegheny county and later 
continued his studies in Detroit.

H owever, for the present, we 
sh a ll lim it ourselves to that asp ect of 
th e problem which culm inated in the 
expropriation the so-called in terests of 
th e oil com panies which operated in 
M exico. 


From the tim e of Porfirio Diaz, dur­ 
in g the years from 1908 to 1910, at­ 
tem p ts w ere m ade to have the sub­ 
so il of M exico declared the exclu sive 
property of the nation, exactly as was 
done by England during the reign of 
Q ueen V ictoria, w hen national rights 
w ere established to the coal deposits 
in the B ritish isles. 


T he frequent revolutions which took 
place in M exico after the fall of Diaz 
gave the sm all oil com panies a chance 
to develop to such an extent that in 
la ter years they cam e to be consider­ 
ed the m ost powerful of all the indus­ 
tr ie s in the county. 
W hile other enterprises established 
in M exico suffered the consequences 
o f prolonged civil war, the oil compa­ 
n ies, w hose operations were centered 
alon g the coast of the State of Vera­ 
cruz, bordering on the Gulf of Mexico, 
prospered rapidly. 
It w as sufficient for them to main­ 
tain peace in the sm all area between 
their w ells and the docks and thus, 
during years and years, they w ere able 
to extract the m ost fantastic amount 
o f “black gold" im aginable. 
The oil com panies could still be in 
th is favorable situation and perhaps 
m ight h ave continued for years, had 
they been hum ane— and w illing to con­ 
cede reasonable salaries to their work­ 
ers, w ho suffer the tortures of malaria 
and die prem aturely in a fiercely hot 
an d unhealthy clim ate. 
T h ese m en. exactly the sam e as our 
P en n sylvan ia coal m iners and our De­ 
troit 
autom obile 
workers, 
formed 


unions and requested a raise in 
ary. 


The oil com panies, who. it is cal­ 
culated, extracted from M exico's sub­ 
soil during 34 years, the sum o f 2 bil­ 
lion dollars, refused th is in crease and 
after losing their ca se in th e labor 
tribunals, appealed to the 
Suprem e 
Court, which also decided in favor of 
the workers. 


S in ce the oil com panies ap p ealed to 
the very highest court, em p loyin g the 
best law yers to defend them , it was 
logical to expect them to su b m it to 
the decision, w hether favorable or un­ 
favorable. 
H ow ever, they refu sed to 
accept the Suprem e Court's 
ruling, 
and proceeded to send their secu rities 
and funds out of the country, giving 
the im pression they would discon tin ue 
operations in M exico. 


The governm ent, headed b y P resi­ 
dent Cardenas, bent all its effo rts to­ 
ward avoiding a con flict b etw een the 
workers and the com panies and also 
tried to im pede the closing dow n of 
such an im portant 
industry, 
since 
shutting off the supply of petroleum 
would spell ruin for the oth er indus­ 
tries of the country. 


H owever, it proved im p ossib le 
to 
convince the petroleum S h ylock and 
so the governm ent found it ne.cessary, 
in order to avoid greater ev ils, to ex­ 
propriate the com panies, p en d in g ar­ 
rangem ents to pay th e value of the oil 
investm ent, a s soon as the com panies 
are w illing to com e to an agreem ent. 


In view of the rebellious a ttitu d e o f 1 
the oil com panies, h as M exico violat­ 
ed any international treaty? 
Can 
a 
nation justly defend a group o f capi­ 
talists who have never sh ow n a hu­ 
m ane 
spirit 
toward 
the 
n a tiv es or 
respect for the law s of a cou n try that 
offered them hospitality 
d u rin g 
so 
many years? W ashington and Lincoln 
would turn from us in horror! 


Fortunately, the Am erican and Brit­ 
ish governm ents im m ediately 
recog­ 
nized M exico's right, in p rinciple, to 
expropriate for the national w elfare. 
President C ardenas has offered 
to 
pay the com panies as follow s: 
to de­ 
liver to the com panies the valu e of 
the oil which is exported, retaining 
only that w hich is n ecessary to cover 
the cost of exp loitation . 
In th is way. 
the debt would be covered in a very 
few years. 
But the com panies will n ot accept. 
They have declared a boycott on Mex­ 
ican oil. 
T hey dem and im m ed iate re­ 
turn of their in terests. 
The United S tates and E ngland, na­ 
tions at the bead of th e civilized world 
— the defenders of dem ocracy, should 
not be the accom p lices of th e se mod­ 
ern shylocks. 
But M exico, our friendly southern 
neighbor, will win ou t in sp ite of ev­ 
erything. for sh e holds in h er hand 
the testam ent of the 20th C entury— 
for all the nations of the earth — 
JUSTICE.

Gasoline tax diversion m eans 
in­ 
evitably an increased levy to he borne 
not by the w ealthy alone but by vir­ 
tually every self-supporting individual 
in the state. 
Highway building and 
m aintenance m ust continue, and 
if 
funds now used for 
th a t 
purpose 
should be appropriated for other gov­ 
ernm ental functions the inevitable re­ 
sult would be an increase 
in 
the 
am ount of the tax in order to carry 
on the present highway and road m ain­ 
tenance program . 
R esults of a survey m ade by the 
U. S. Bureau of Labor S tatistics prove 
conclusively that those who would suf­ 
fer the m ost from such an increase 
are the fam ilies of ordinary working 
men. 
G overnm ent 
statistics 
prove 
th at in large sections of the country 
as many as 20 per cent of the fam ilies 
with incom es of $15 per week or less 
own autom obiles. 
Further, the m ajor­ 
ity of autom obile owning fam ilies in 
the nation have incom es of $30 per 
w eek or less. 
Average annual total 
of 
gasoline 
taxes paid by these people has beer, 
show n to be about $50, or perhaps the 
equivalent of all earnings for 
two 
w eeks out of each calendar year. 
As long as these tax receipts are 
used for highw ay purposes alone, how­ 
ever. there is a fair return for labor. 
As pointed out by John F. Gatelee. 
president of the M assachusetts Fed­ 
eration of Labor, each $1,000,000 
ex­ 
pended on streets and highw ays pro­ 
vides full-time em ploym ent for 1000 
men and $3,150,000 in wages and trade 
for 24 related industries which supply 
road m aterials, equipm ent and serv­ 
ices. 


As a m atter of enlightened self-in­ 
terest every C alifornian should do any­ 
thing and everything in his pow er to 
the end th at gasoline taxes not he di­ 
verted to purposes not connected with 
street and highway work, and to pre­ 
vent any increase in the ra te of th e 
gasoline tax in the future. 
O therw ise the funds derived from 
the levy on m otor fuel will be subject 
to repeated raids and will he a con­ 


s ta n t tem ptation to those forces which 
find it sim pler to increase taxes than 
to exercise econom y and efficiency in 
governm ent.
